AIR ONSLAUGHT 


Five hundred Allied heavy 
bombers yesterday joined the lighter 
planes in attacking communications 
north of Rome. Railway yards 
along the double-track line, Venice 
to Rimini, were bombed. 

North of Rome fighter-bombers 
destroyed or damaged at least 300 
vehicles by mid-afternoon. Main 
highways Numbers One, Two, 
Three and Four leading from Rome 
were all hit. Terni, an important 
road centre forty miles north-east 
of Rome, was bombed.
